British and Foreign Bible Society. 

* The past year was a tragie one in the 
annals of missionary work in China, and 
many a woeful talé is unfolded in the 
annual report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society (China Section) which has 
just come to hand. The little booklet 
covers $1 pages. and is compiled by Rev. 
GQ. H. Bondfield, formerly minister of 
the Union Churth, Hongkong. Owing 
to tho disturbances of Inst summers, tho 
work of the Society was completely dis- 
organized, and, in common with other 
Societies, it suffored serious losses. The 
most serious of all was the death of Rev. 
W.T. Beynon, his wife and three children, 
who wero unhappily among. the forty-four 
foreigners massacred in Twi-yuan-fu, on 
July 9, Over 266,000 bibles, testaments 
and portions of scripture were deatroyed, 
besides which damaga was done to other 
property belonging to the Society and its 
workers. Had there beon no interruption 
to missionary work, the issues of tho Society 
would have been far abesd of all previous 
totals® Instead of a million copies and 
ovor, the issue for the year only aggregated 
557,169, and of this number 419,000 were 
issued in the first half of the year, The 
grants included 888 bibles and -1602 por- 
tions of scripture presented to the English, 
German, French, Russian, Italien éad 
Japanese troops, on active sorvice in and

On the arrival of the Haifun this after- 
noon, our representative went on board for 
the purpose of interviowing the passenyors 
on the subject of the wreck. “He found 
them all tuo busy packing their few belong- 
ings with the object of getting ashore, or 
tou oxcited to:give him anything like a con- 
nected narrative of events succeeding the 
stranding of the liner, However, hy per- 
sistent inquirics at this one and. the next, 
tho following details were gleaned, aud 
may be taken asa fair idew of the parsen- 
gers’ view of the situation. 

The passengers were all asleep when, 
about three u'chek in the morning, they 
were awakooed by a terrible grating sound 
followed by a loud repert and eragh, It 
wns not difficult to retlise that the vessel 
had strack arock,” The stewards were soon 
at their posts allaying the fear of the pas- 
sengers and a pavic was in this way averted, 
Trwasdark and foggy.
